The commanding officer of 2 Battalion in Legkovik is Captain Class A o-:1 
Laman Kacorci from Tepelene. The chief of staff is Captain Class A

Vasilios Koto from Korce. 


2 Battalion has five companies. i Rifle Company has four platoons of 16 to 

20 men each. 2 Rifle Company, commanded by lst Lt. Reshat Ajazi from Vlone, 
has the same strength. The machine gun company of 2 Battalion hae four 
platoons of about 20 men each. ' 

2 Battalion has target practice four times each year, during which occasions 
the men fire about five to ten bullets. Field exercises are also held four 
times each year and include attack and defense tactics; once, informant states, 
night exercises were held. The men fired no arms during any of the field 
exercises.
